Dr. Calvert N. Ellis will be offi¬ 
cially inaugurated President of 
Juniata College'' ou Saturday, Oc¬ 
tober 23. Homecoming and Parent’s 
Day also will be observed that 
week-end. 

The activities will open on Fri¬ 
day, October 22, with an Alumni 
Council Dinner and a Trustee 
Meeting. 

Other Trustee and Alumni Meet¬ 
ings will be held Saturday morning 
and at ten-thirty the Inauguration 
Ceremony will take place. The 
speaker for the occasion has not 
yet been announced. After the cere¬ 
mony a buffet luncheon will be 
served in the gymnasium for par¬ 
ents and friends of the students. 

Due to the curtailment of var¬ 
sity football, the usual Homecom¬ 
ing classic will be abandoned in 
favor of intra-mural sports such as 
soccer or touch football. However, 
the Freshmen and Sophomore girls 
will play their annual hockey game. 
Following these activities a tea to 
which the public is invited will be 
served in the Social Rooms. 

On Saturday evening a musical 
program is scheduled to be held ini' 
Oiler Hall. The name of the guest 
artist will be withheld for the pres¬ 
ent. To close the week-end, special 
services will be held on Sunday in 
tbe Stone Church.

I Dr * Calvert N. Ellis Suc¬ 
ceeds Dr. Charles C. Ellis 
j As J. C. President 

j Dr. Calvert N. Ellis assumed the 
; duties of the Presidency of Juniata 
. College on September 1, 1943. He 
1K>W occupies the position which 
his father, Dr. Charles C. Ellis, 
, President-Emeritus, held for thir- 
I teen years. 

President Ellis received the A. B. 
j degree (1923) from Juniata Col- 
lege and the M. A. degree (1927) 
from Princeton University. He was 
graduated with the B.Th. degree 
I from Princeton Theological Semi- 
■nary in 1927 and received the Doc- 
j tor of Philosophy degree from 
I Yale University in 1932, He has 
done graduate study at Harvard 
and at the University of Zurich, 
Germany. Dr. Ellis is an ordained 
minister of the Church of the 
Brethren, and in that capacity held 
a student pastorate for two sum¬ 
mers at Piqua, Ohio. 

Dr. Ellis has taught in the Lew- 
istown High School and Slippery 
Rock State Teachers’ College. Dur¬ 
ing the year 1927-1928 he served as 
the instructor in English Bible at 
Wilson College. In the autumn of 
1931 he returned to his Alma Mater 
as Assistant Professor of Biblical 
Studies, holding the Mary S. Geiger 
Chair of New Testament as succes¬ 
sor to Dr. T. T. Myers. In 1934 he 
was advanced to the professorship 
and became the Professor of Bib¬ 
lical Studies and Philosophy. He 
was chairman of the faculty com¬ 
mittee which in 1938 proposed the 
present Juniata curriculum which 
has attracted national attention. 
Also he has been Secretary of the 
Board of Trustees of the College 
for six years. 

Dr. Ellis traveled and studied 
abroad at two different periods. In 
the summer of 1928 his travels in¬ 
cluded the British Isles, France, 
Switzerland, Italy/ Egypt, and Pal¬ 
estine. During the autumn semes¬ 
ter of 1930, he was in Germany 
and Switzerland. At that time he 
was especially interested in observ¬ 
ing the philosophical and theolog¬ 
ical movements in Germany and 
particularly the personage of Pro¬ 
fessor Karl Barth, then of the 
[University of Bonn (Germany) 
and now of the University of Base 
(Switzerland). In addition, he has 
preached and lectured in many 
parts of the United States, 

President Ellis is an active mem¬ 
ber of the National Association of 
Biblical Instructors, and tbe So¬ 
ciety of Biblical Literature and 
j Exegesis, and tbe American 
j School of Oriental Research. His 
! community interest is shown iu the 
jfact that he is a trustee of the J. 

IC. Blair Memorial Hospital and a 
member of the Huntingdon Rotary 
Club. 

Along with his administrative ac¬ 
tivities, President Ellis is now 
teaching one course, “The Chris¬ 
tian Faith”. Professor Kenneth L. 
Smoke has taken over the courses 
! in philosophy and Dr. Charles C. 
i Ellis, President-Emeritus, will be 
the professor in charge of the Bib¬ 
lical courses in the spring. 

“Dr. Calvert”, as he was better 
known formerly, is one of the 
younger college presidents in the 
country, yet his varied career lias 
well qualified him for the offiee he

So we must not attach too much 
importance to the noble thoughts 
and religious motives that seize us 
at a given time and place and then 
ore forgotten. It is a poor brand of 
character and religion that will not 
function in the din of the market 
place as well as in the quietude of 
some solitary retreat. 

If any time in your life deserves 
to be called holy and religious, it is 
the time you spend on this campus- 
To this ground for nearly a genera¬ 
tion has come a procession of 
young people. They came with 
questions, and hopes, and some 
with fear. They went away with 
questions clarified in some meas¬ 
ure, hopes set on those things 
which abide, and fear turned to 
courage. 

You, in turn, have come to this 
ground at this time. You like oth¬ 
ers, have brought a quota of ques¬ 
tions and hopes, and perhaps fear. 
During these days—which will be 
great days—you should find some¬ 
thing more; you should find a 
“plus” element that only you can 
find; something which meets your 
own needs in your own way. 

While you walk old paths during 
these days in this place—paths of 
mind and heart and soul—do not bo 
satisfied wilh that. -Strike out as a 
"spiritual adventurer and hue out 
new paths intended for yourself 
alone.

Large Group of Students 
and Faculty Attend the 

Annual Service 

Dr. C. C. Ellis, President- 
Emeritus of Juniata College, 
preached at the annual convocation 
service held in the Stone Church 
on the campus, at 7:30 P. M., Sun¬ 
day, Sept. 19. His sermon, “The 
Need for the Bible in Education”, 
was delivered to an audience which 
included students and faculty mem¬ 
bers. The faculty arrived in pro¬ 
cession. 

President Calvert N. Ellis con¬ 
ducted the service in which Rev. 
Tobias F. Henry, pastor of the 
Stone Church, read the scripture 
and offered prayer. The college 
choir, under the direction of Pro¬ 
fessor Charles L. Rowland, sang 
“O Lord, Thou Art My God” by 
Cuthbert Harris. 

“Education apart from the Bible 
is incomplete, inadequate and in¬ 
efficient” said Dr. Ellis. He ex¬ 
plained that it is incomplete be¬ 
cause the student is ignorant of 
the world’s greatest literature; in¬ 
adequate because character is more 
significant than intellect, and the 
Bible is the finest moral guide; 
and inefficient because religion is 
the basis of time morality, and the 
Bible is the foundation of all 
Christian living. 

In closing his sermon, Dr. Ellis 
quoted Dr. J. G. Schurman, former 
president of Cornell University. 

The Bible is the most important 
document in the world’s history. No 
man can be wholly uneducated who 
really knows the Bible, nor can 
anyone be considered a truly edu¬ 
cated man who is ignorant of it.”

* Collars a Feature of the 
First Mountain Day 

Mountain Day, as every other 
Juniata tradition, has its own his¬ 
torical setting and gradual devel¬ 
opment. The idea found its origin 
in the mind of Dr. M. G. Brum¬ 
baugh in approximately eighteen 
hundred and ninety-five. Dr. 
Brumbaugh, always an ardent na¬ 
ture lover, invited the Juniata 
faculty and students for a day of 
outing and fun on his farm prop¬ 
erty located near the Old Forge. 
From this humble be ginning the 
significance of the day grew until 
it became a yearly Juniata tradi¬ 
tion. 

As the automobile has not yet 
come into being, these early trips 
were made via railroad and • hay- 
wagon. The group usually took the 
Broadtop Railroad to Marklesburg 
avd travelled from there to the 
Old Forge on haywagons. The priv¬ 
ilege of riding on the wagons was 
reserved for feminine company 
only, while the men walked beside 
and behind, casting shy glances at 
the wagon’s occupants. It was 
quite a gay spectacle with the girls 
dressed in long rufled dresses, stiff 
collars, long sleeves, and stout 
shoes. The prim young males of 
course endured the agony of a col¬ 
lar and tie. 

As time went on they made it a 
practice of climbing a mountain af¬ 
ter they had reached their destina¬ 
tion. Thereby the term “Mountain 
Day” came into being. Then eamo 
the introduction of sports, games 
and songs into the day’s estivities.

Founders Is Changed 
To Women’s Domain 

Founders Hail at Juniata Col¬ 
lege has long been a man’s domain. 
Its dormitory rooms housed men 
students, and its Tower Bell was 
rung only by masculine hands. 
These traditions, ’hovtever, are be¬ 
ing changed by war-time condi¬ 
tions, for women are invading 
Founders Hall. 

With Juniata’s largest enroll¬ 
ment of resident women students 
filling Brumbaugh and Oneida 
Halls, the third floor of Founders 
Hall has been redecorated and in 
the very near future, will house 
the overflow of girls. 

The high enrollment of women is 
attributed to the faet that Juniata 
is the only Pennsylvania co-edu- 
j tional college accredited by thei 
Association of American Univer- 
i sities with entire facilities and 
] faculty personnel available for 
civilian higher education. 

Furthermore, the Tower Bell of 
[Founders Hall is being rung by a 
I co-ed. The manpower shortage on 
[the campus makes it necessary for 
women to take over jobs that, for¬ 
merly, were delegated to men. 
Other instances are the post office 
and the bookstore where this year 
all clerks are women students. The 
[enrollment of sixty-five men, a* 
[larger number than had been an¬ 
ticipated, may be accounted for by 
deferments for pre-ministerial, pre- 
medical, and pre-engineering

LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


Dear Editor: 

There is no doubt that we as col¬ 
lege students fully realize what a 
vital stake we all have in this war 
—yet how many of us are aware 
how important it is to be well-in¬ 
formed in this time? It is my as¬ 
sumption (I may be wrong) that 
only a small fraction of us 
read seriously the daily newspa¬ 
pers and listen to the radio to 
know what is actually going on in 
the world and are familiar with 
the problems arising from it. 

There is, however ,one paper all 
of us read, namely, our own weekly 
student publication, the Juniatian. 
Yet hardly any space is de¬ 
voted to war developments, which 
may affect our future to a far 
greater degree than anything else 
that may happen around us. I do 
not in any sense mean to be de¬ 
structive in my criticism—far from 
It. The present staff has done a re¬ 
markable job in giving us a good 
paper and I only intend to make a 
suggestion for its improvement. 
There is no excuse for ignorance 
about current events in times like 
these and it is even more fatal 
when we that have the privilege of 
getting a college education neglect 
the opportunity to inform our¬ 
selves. 

Certainly I do not mean to advo¬ 


cate for one moment that we 
should settle down and become self- 
styled “experts” and arm-chair 
strategists, which would not only 
be most ridiculous, but also highly 
presumptuous. Furthermore noth¬ 
ing would be more irritating to 
those Juniata students and alum¬ 
ni, who are now in the Armed 
Forces of the U. S., and who form 
the largest percentage of the read¬ 
ers of the Juniatian. Matters of this 
nature should be left entirely in the 
hands and under the direction of 
the men who know most about it, 
namely, the General Staffs of our 
Armed Forces. 

My suggestion is simply this: 
Since I believe it to be of tremen¬ 
dous importance for all of us to be 
well-informed on present world 
developments I think IT WOULD 
BE A GOOD POLICY FOR OUR 
STUDENT PAPER TO DEVELOP 
ONE COLUMN OF EACH WEEK¬ 
LY EDITION TO REVIEWING 
THE HIGHLIGHTS OF A 
WEEK’S DEVELOPMENTS IN 
PERSPECTIVE. Although this in 
itself may hardly be enough, it 
may go a long way to revive inter¬ 
est in world affairs and contempo¬ 
rary problems and at least impart 
the most necessary information.

ABEND STRESSES THE 
PACIFIC STRUGGLE 

Japanese Foe is Gaining Strength 
as War Progresses. Outlines 
Made of Attack. 

! Oiler Hall was full Friday night 
! when a near-capacity crowd assem¬ 
bled to hear Mr. Hallett Abend, 
war correspondent, give his views 
. of the American war with Japan, 
i Mr. Abend’s talk made plain the 
fact that there is no room for smug . 
complacency on the part of the 
American people. Therein lies a 
great danger. Japan is not a small 
island somewhere in the Pacific, 
as is a popular conception, but 
with its possessions is a powerful 
empire, and a foe to be feared. 
Japan is totally equipped for a long 
war through preparation and utili¬ 
zation of rich natural resources. 
The correspondent believes also 
that the yellow men are counting 
on our over confidence and war¬ 
weariness after the defeat of Ger- i 
many to be negligent and willing 
to make a settlement pleasing to i 
them.

They just stand and wait 

Every Juniata student ought to work at least one 
week in the dining room. It might help to change the in¬ 
sufferable attitude which several students have taken 
toward the food and the service in the dining hall lately. 

If you worked for just one week you would realize 
first of all, that waitresses are human beings and that 
they are students the same as the rest of the student 
body. They too, have classes and meetings to attend. 
Every time a table remains after a meal to chat, joke or 
what not, it means a waitress can’t go on with her job. It 
takes even the fastest girl at least fifteen minutes to 
finish her work after you have gone, and that means if 
you linger, especially in the morning or after lunch a 
waitress will be late to her eight o’clock or one-thirty 
class.

There isn’t any 
more, so why heckle a waitress in hopes of getting 
extras? 

Knowing these facts any normal person should 
realize that the present attitude is childish and unreason¬ 
able.

Poor Football Better Than No Foot• 
ball Says Esquire Poll 


Football and other competitive 
eporta may suffer a lot due to the 
manpower shortage in American 
colleges and universities, but even 
& suffering game is better than 
none at all, according to the ES¬ 
QUIRE SPORTS POLL findings of 
Ralph Cannon and Herb Graffis in 
the November issue. 

Asked why they thought foot¬ 
ball and other competitive sports 
were being dropped by many col¬ 
leges and universities, 86.46% laid 
the blame at the door of the man¬ 
power shortage. Their accompany¬ 
ing comment favored continuance 
of the game in spite of this hand¬ 
icap, however, the Esquire Poll 
found. Fear of competition from 
schools with Navy and Marine per¬ 
sonnel on their teams was dis¬ 
counted as a reason for the drop¬ 
ping of sports by 63.03 per cent of 
the voters. Nearly three-quarters 
of those polled did not believe that 
antagonists of sports were using 
their emergency authority to drive 
competitive athletics from our col¬ 
legiate system . 

Lack of interest on the part of 
student body, faculty,, or alumni 
cau’t be held responsible, over 
three-fourths of the voters said, 
transportation difficulties were 


brought up frequently as a possible 
reason for many colleges dropping 
football. 

The Poll’s second question, which 
asked voters if they considered this 
dropping of sports unwise on the 
part of colleges, netted a 58,97 per 
cent affirmative vote. The reason 
given by those who said "Yes” 
was that it will be difficult for the 
189 colleges who have dropped 
sports to start again after the war. 

The third questioh also drew a 
strong affirmative response. Asked 
if they considered the situation 
serious enough to warrant organ¬ 
izing to protect the continuance of 
sports, 62.50 percent said “Yes”. 
The voters suggested the formation 
of national and regional commit¬ 
tees to perform these duties, and 
urged the continuance of local 
sports-minded organizations such 
as alumni groups, quarterback 
clubs, coaches associations, the 
American Legion and Junior 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Question IV concerned the prac¬ 
tice of the Navy and Marine Corps 
in letting their personnel in col- 
Army will not. An overwhelming 
majority—87,43 per cent voted the 
Army should follow the lead of the 
other branches of the service and 
permit its personnel to join colleg¬ 
iate competition.

Stephen Vincent Benet was bom 
to Bethlehem, Pensylvania, in 
1898 into a military’ family. He 
moved constantly until his en¬ 
trance at Yale University from 
which he graduated, to 1919. Inter¬ 
ested from the first to writing 
both prose and poetry, the first of 
his writings to gain wide recogni¬ 
tion was JO&N BROWN’S BODY, 
a story of the Civil war, which 
won the Pulitzer Prize In 1929. 

Benet continued producing con¬ 
stantly until the outbreak of this 
war, when he turned his efforts to 
awakening his people to the task 
at hand. He wrote numerous plays 
and poetry which were for radio 
presentation. 

Between these productions he 
worked upon a series of long narra¬ 
tive poems about the western mi¬ 
gration of people and the settling 
of America. The first book of this 
series, Western Star, a story of the 
first immigration to America and 
the beginning of the westward 
movement was completed just be¬ 
fore his death on March 13, 1943. 

Benet died from overwork for 
his country and government. An 
obituary written by Norman Cous¬ 
ins, editor of the Saturday Re¬ 
view of Literature says, “his 
death is a war death as truly as 
if he had died on the battlefield”. 

The most human of the Ameri¬ 
can contemporary poets Is Cart 
Sandburg, whose background of 
professions include everything from 
milk wagon driver, through porter, 
and house painter, to dish washer. 
T his experience has enabled him to 
look at the American scene and to 
realize through his actual knowl¬ 
edge just how the people feet He 
has an uncanny perception of the 
workings of the human mind, and 
his portrayal of the common peo¬ 
ple is unsurpassed. His ability to 
stand off and look at the rest of 
the people with a candid eye has 
won his poetry and prose outstand¬ 
ing interest and recognition.

Wanted: Better Telephone 
Service 

Telephone doty is an important job and we are of 
tbe opinion that the freshmen girls either are not aware 
of it or are being careless in their execution of it. 

Whether it is unawareness or just carelessness, the 
fact remains that telephone duty is not being performed 
adequately. 

Telephone duty has only one basic requirement, that 
of finding the person who is being asked for, whether it 
is by phone or by a personal visitor. There have been too 
many serious misunderstandings, too much trouble, con¬ 
fusion and inconveniences caused this year because girls 
have not received telephone calls or messages for the 
matter to be taken lightly. 

People in wartime do not make telephone calls, es¬ 
pecially long distance calls unless they are necessary and 
important. Freshmen or any other girl who may happen 
to answer when a call comes must realize this and make 
every effort to locate the person asked for. It doesn’t 
mean that you go only to the girl’s room. If she is not 
there, you inquire of her roommate, or her next door 
neighbor or best friend. Usually these people have some 
idea as to her whereabouts. And don’t forget always to 
to look in the bathrooms. Girls who are expecting calls 
usually leave information as to where they can be found. 
Look around for such information. Don’t fail to look on 
the signing-out sheets and cards, and in the afternoons 
you can check the students’ schedule cards in the regis¬ 
trar’s office. 

Never give incorrect information. This applies to tele¬ 
phone service in the men’s dorm also, although they 
have no system of telephone duty. 

If you are sure that a girl is not available, then in¬ 
form the caller and take any message. Always return to 
the girl’s room and leave a note informing her of the 
call and any other necessary information. Many girls 
have reported that they have never been told of the calls 
that have come while they were out of the dorm. 

Leaving such information is not only common cour¬ 
tesy, but it is what is required of the girl on telephone 
duty. Give the same treatment as you expect-to receive 
yourself. 

We would also suggest that all the women should 
make sure that they use the signing-out cards and sheets, 
and leave information as to their whereabouts so that 
they can be located if necessary. 

Telephone duty performed in the manner pre¬ 
scribed above may seem to be a lot of work, but fresh¬ 
man girls for several classes preceding the present fresh¬ 
men have done it that way. You can be no exception. In 
fact, your job is even lighter than theirs because until 
two years ago there were no hall phones in the dorm. 

Prompt, courteous service is also due those who are 
visiting college women, or faculty, especially if they are 
guests who live off campus. The same effort must be ex¬ 
erted to locate the people they want or to perform the 
service they ask. It is all a part of the job. We must have 
better telephone service, freshmen. It is your job and it’s 
important!

When French authorities 
arrested some of the Lebanese Min¬ 
isters who had voted for imme¬ 
diate Lebanese independence, vio¬ 
lent outbreaks of protest took place 
in the streets. Both Britain and the 
United States directed notes to the 
French Committee expressing their 
disapproval of the infringement of 
Lebanese liberties and of the con¬ 
sequent disorders. The trouble 
posed a problem of serious impli¬ 
cations. It might cause a rift in 
Allied ranks not to mention a dan¬ 
gerous disturbance in the Arab 
world. 

WASHINGTON — The United 


Nations Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration again occupied the 
center of interest in the nation this 
week. The program to be under¬ 
taken by the Administration is 
staggering in its extent. The ques¬ 
tion of who should decide upon the 
share of the poorer nations of the 
world was confronting the confer¬ 
ence. Another problem which it 
had to face was the question of 
the cost of the relief plan and the 
share of the individual nations. A 
tentative plan was proposed where¬ 
by each nation would give about 1 
per cent of its national income to 
make up the total of $2,500,000,000. 

FRANCE—In a week of rumors 
and indefinite news, word comes 
from Vichy that Marshall Petain 
has attempted to defy the Nazi 
government and has been virtually 
imprisoned. Petain had asserted his 
own supremacy and had recognized 
the Parliament as supreme in event 
of his death before a new constitu¬ 
tion is agreed upon.

This Is Liberal Education 

Juniata as a liberal arts college has always empha¬ 
sized the importance of a liberal education. 

In its true sense, liberal education has always meant 
just that, an education which attempts to give the stu¬ 
dents a well rounded, broad knowledge, not limited to 
one narrow vocational field or to one set pattern of 
thinking and ideas. 

Liberal education involves breadth of,, exposure. It 
involves opportunities for the student to be exposed to 
many influences and ideas. It allows him to make his 
own free decision as to which of these ideas and ideals 
he will adopt for his own. Different indeed, is it not, 
from the Nazi and Fascist technique of presenting only 
one set of ideals and requiring allegiance to them? 

The classroom in which an open-minded professor 
holds sway is the daily way in which a college exposes 
its students to a multitude of ideas. In the classrooms, 
too, he is taught to evaluate carefully all of the influ¬ 
ences surrounding him before making his decision. 

But the classroom cannot be expected to do a com¬ 
plete job. One of the best supplements is the appearance 
of well-informed speakers from the outside such as 
Hallett Abend and Spencer Coxe, who spoke on the 
campus a few weeks ago, bring in fresh, up-to-date 
material. Such speakers are well informed and usually 
base their opinions upon actual existing conditions rath¬ 
er than on theory or hearsay. 

The Institute of International Relations which is 
coming to the campus this week-end offers an excellent 
opportunity for us to broaden our knowledge. It brings 
four speakers whose viewpoints are distinctly different 
and whose major fields vary all the way from medicine 
to newspaper work. It should be extremely interesting to 
see how each speaker will deal with the same general 
problem, that of guaranteeing peace for the future. 

It is highly probable that many of us will not agree 
entirely or even in part with the viewpoints xof some of 
the speakers, but it is a part of our liberal education to 
learn how the other half of the world lives and thinks. 
We cannot possibly hope to form a good personal philos¬ 
ophy until we have inspected all of the types of thinking 
of our day^ as well as of the past. By refusing to attend 
institutes and lectures, we are openly admitting our own 
narrowmindedness and egoism in assuming that our 
knowledge is so complete that speakers can tell us noth¬ 
ing of interest. 

No student really interested in furthering his educa¬ 
tion will miss the opportunity this week-end presents. 
Best of all, students can take advantage of it without 
cost. 

In order to get the most out of the institute it would 
be a good idea to attend all sessions since they will be 
continuous in their information. 

To help the students have somewhat of a back¬ 
ground and some idea of what to expect, the library has 
placed various books and information about the speak¬ 
ers on display.

Activities 

In addition to housing part of 
the music department, 1630 Moore 
Street, also holds within its walls 
during the first semester, the Col¬ 
lege Nursery School. Nursery 
school is sponsored by the Home 
Economics Department. Much ac¬ 
tivity, fun and play occurs Mon¬ 
day through Friday of every week 
from 9 A. M. to 12 noon when eight 
to fourteen children attend the 
school. 

Children from two to four years 
of age attend these sessions. The 
enrollment this year totals sixteen 
girls and boys. Under the guidance 
of Miss Adah Roth, the twenty- 
seven Home Economics majors who 
are taking the Child Development 
Course in that department, direct 
the activities of the children. At 
the same time these students are 
observing and studying each indi¬ 
vidual child’s social behavior and 
characteristics. 

The main part of the morning 
hours is devoted to directed and 
free play periods. The directed play 
consists of songs and games of the 
active and quiet type. Musieal 
games requiring the use of instru¬ 
ments such as the tom-tom, drum, 
or tambourine, are often played. 
The free play period is held out¬ 
side when the weather permits, on 
playground equipment. Indoors, the 
activity centers around the sand 
box, building with blocks, working 
pufczles, and developing creative 
abilities through the mediums of 
clay, crayons, and paints. 

Story telling is popular for nur¬ 
sery school children. It is conduct¬ 
ed by the Children’s Literature 
Class, the first part of the semes¬ 
ter.

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LIBRARY LAWLESSNESS 

The college library exists mainly for the purpose of 
serving the student body. It strives to provide the best 
service for the greatest number of students. However, its 
services have been greatly hindered in the past few 
weeks by the deplorable attitude which a certain number 
of students have taken. 

First of all the amount of unnecessary talking and 
scuffing around has been excessive. The library strives 
to provide a quiet atmosphere for study and pleasure 
reading. It is not a place for socializing and unless a 
student comes to the library with the idea of using the 
library facilities, he has no right to come and to interfere 
with those who have work to do. In case you have for¬ 
gotten, let us remind you that the library has a silence 
system. This is how it operates. The first time a person 
is reported for making unnecessary noise, his name is 
handed to the librarian. The second time he offends, his 
name is given to the deans and he is warned that he has 
been guilty of the crime. If his name appears a third 
time, his library privileges are taken away and he is sus¬ 
pended from the library for a period of time. Unneces¬ 
sary noise refers not only to loud talking and laughter 
but to idling, rambling, scuffing, and generally distract¬ 
ing the attention of others. 

The second area of trouble is one that college 
students should he ashamed of the necessity for its men¬ 
tion, but it is too serious to go unreproached. In the past 
weeks, books, newspapers, and magazines have been re¬ 
moved from the library for days at a time and in some 
cases, permanently. Such performance is not to be toler¬ 
ated. In the first place, it is stealing, which neither God 
nor man sanctions. More than that, it is exceedingly self¬ 
ish, thoughtless, and unfair. Even though a restricted 
hook is taken with the idea of return, the absence of that 
book, especially of reference books, even for a few hours 
may inconvenience a dozen other people. This may be 
hard to believe, but it is true. Even though a student des¬ 
perately needs a book, he must learn to look at the pic¬ 
ture from a broader angle. He must realize that individ¬ 
ual need cannot come first in such a situation. Any per¬ 
son so immature that he fails to accept such socal re¬ 
sponsibility certainly does not deserve to be granted a 
college degree. 

Books are expensive, especially in these days of 
paper shortage, and often are irreplacable. The library 
must have all of its books and papers available at all 
times so that the greatest number of peple can use them. 

The library is not trying to inconvenience students 
by the restrictions it places on books. Experience over 
thfe years has proven that certain rules are very neces¬ 
sary if the greatest number of people are to profit. 

The library belongs to the students as a whole and 
in owning a part m it, each student should feel a certain 
responsibility for the care of its books and service. He 
needs to feel also, that what belongs to him belongs to 
everyone else. The student who steals or misuses library 
property is really usurping the rights of every other 
student. Only by ostracizing this sort of performance can 
equal right and privileges in the library be maintained 
for all of us. i

J. Yoder Speaks 
At Women’s League 

Mr. Joseph Yoder gave an.inter¬ 
esting talk on Amish music at the 
first meeting of the Women’s 
League of Juniata College to be 
held this year, when he spoke in¬ 
formally < before the group yester¬ 
day afternoon in the Social Rooms. 

Singing portions of Amish hymns 
to illustrate his talk, Mr. Yoder 
pointed out their peculiarities and 
stressed the fact that Amish music 
is really the Gregorian chant that 
was being sung in the seventeenth 
century. The Amish people are the 
only Protestants who still use the 
chant.

| factors in Europe to predict the 
future. However, Europe, small as 
it is, has been the chief source of 
trouble in the past. This is because 
of the inventions of Europe that 
have been made at the expense of 
man. Europe, however, according to 
Mr. Motherwell, will not be a men¬ 
ace in the future. It is no longer 
a dominant part of the world be¬ 
cause it has few minerals, no coal, 
no oil (except in Rumania), and 
little electricity. If Europe is not 
fed after the war, it will become a 
battlefield of another war caused 
by another country. 

Mr. Motherwell closed by ‘saying 
that if there is a World War III, 
and there will be if the peace is not 
guided in the righ way,' it will be 
caused by the stupidity in America, 
Russia, England, or China. Just as 
the steam engine in Europe came 
before man knew what to do with 
it and Europe was ruined, so could 
America be wrecked if our minds 
do not catch up to the marvels of 
techniques. 

Mr Fong opened the Sunday af¬ 
ternoon session by admitting that 
“no one can guarantee peace for 
tomorrow”. However, he stated 
that the issue might be looked at 
from two sides, positive and nega¬ 
tive. 

On the negative side he enumer¬ 
ated five point; (1) abolishment of 
racial discrimination; (2) elimina¬ 
tion of all secret treaties and alli¬ 
ances; (3) prevention of exclusive 
alliances between two great pow¬ 
ers ; (4) outlawing of interna¬ 

tional industrial corporations; (5) 
no nation should rule over another 
nation without the consent of the 
people ruled. 

On the positive side, Mr. Fong 
believes there should be a world¬ 
wide political organization, and 
equal rights and equal opportun¬ 
ities for all states. 

A keen sense of responsibility to¬ 
wards the welfare of all peoples of 
the world is essential. Special em¬ 
phasis was put on the fact that any 
aspect of American life does not 
affect the life of other people. 

Following Mr. Fong’s talk, Dor¬ 
othy Detzer first defined peace as 
“a by-product of conditions that 
must be created”. It must be pur¬ 
sued in every area of life—polit¬ 
ical, social, educational, religious, 
etc. There must be a real interna¬ 
tional bill of rights and a disarm¬

FROM EUROPE 

Activities as a Member of the Army 

Air Force Told by Former J. C. 

Student. 

Master Sergeant Jack M. Des 
Rochers of the Eighth Army Air 
Force and a former Juniata stu¬ 
dent told of his many experiences 
in escaping from German occupied 
Europe in a talk to students and 
faculty last Wednesday evening. 

Jack opened his talk with a de¬ 
scription of preparations prior to 
the starting time of a bombing 
mission and how the planes 
ble in the air to form their respect¬ 
ive squadrons. It takes about an 
hour and a half of flying over the 
air field before the planes actually 
head for their target. 

Last August 17 Jack started out 
on his thirteenth mission over Ger¬ 
man occupied territory as the 
senior radio operator aboard a B-17 
Flying Fortress, the Merry Hell 
2nd. The destination was the ball¬ 
bearing works at Sweinfurt, Ger¬ 
many. The plane was the lead ship 
in a lower squadron. The target 
was directly below when the bombs 
were released. Ack ack and flak 
were popping all around the Merry 
Hell. As a result of an explosion, a 
fire started in the bomb bay, but 
the crew was able to extinguish it. 
The line to the oxygen tank was 
severed, one engine and the top tur¬ 
ret gun were shot away. The pilot 
was wounded in the arm. 

The co-pilot took the controls 
and dropped the plane from 3,000 
to 1,000 feet. It was a case of 
shoot or get shot when a pair of 
Junker 88’s went by so the boys 
gave them the “works”. The fight¬ 
ing was over but with only three 
engines in operation it was impos¬ 
sible to gain altitude to bail out, 
and the gasoline supply was run-! 
ning low. At tree top level, less j 
than fifty feet above the ground, 
the fortress flew out of Germany. 
Jack said that he and the other 
crew members really had a ring-

The first of a series of three 
panel discussions by the faculty 
of ttie College was held in the So¬ 
cial Rooms on Monday evening, 
January 10, when the topic “World 
Relief in the Immediate Post-War 
Era” was presented under the 
chairmanship of Dr. Pressley L. 
Crummy. The sub-topics of food, 
clothing, housing, and medical serv¬ 
ices were presented by Miss Opal 
Steeh, Miss Eleanor Chapin, Dr. 
Donald Rockwell, and Dr. Homer 
Will. 

With a view to stimulating 
campus interest in current prob- 
prob'lems and encouraging a more 
intimate relation between the 
classroom and the everyday world, 
a committee consisting of Prof. H. 
H. Nye, Miss Gertrude Butler, and 
Dr. Kenneth Smoke was appointed 
to make arrangements for the 
series of meetings. The general 
theme, “America in the Post-War 
World” was chosen for the series. 
The topic “World Relief in the Im¬ 
mediate Post-War Era” w.as select¬ 
ed for consideration at the first 
meeting because problems of relief 
will be of the greatest importance 
as soon as hostilities cease. 

As the first speaker, Miss Stech 
gave a brief survey of the food sup¬ 
plies of the major nations, pointing 
to the fact that two-thirds of the 
people of the world are badly fed. 
Peace-time problems of malnutri¬ 
tion become war-time problems of 
starvation. Human need, not polit¬ 
ical considerations, must be the 
yardstick in measuring what must 
be done. 

Pointing to the need for clothing j 
in both Europe and Asia, Miss Cha- j 
pin asserted that in some areas j 


there will be as many deaths from 
cold this winter as from hunger. In 
Greece, for example. 75% of the 
people need entirely new ontfits. 
Most of the garments and piece 
goods that Europe will need imme¬ 
diately following the war will have 
to be supplied by America. 

Dr. Rockwell introduced the sub¬ 
ject of housing b\ indicating that] 
the problem is not new. It has, 
however, been enormously aggra¬ 
vated by the present war. As a 
case in point, the speaker stated 
that so much of the city of Warsaw 
has been laid waste that its entire 
annual budget for twenty years 
would be required for the restora¬ 
tion of properties destroyed. Long- 
range planning for both rural and 
urban areas was suggested as the 
best approach to the problem. 

The major difficulty with respect 
to medical services, according to 
Dr. Will, is that a large proportion 
of the people of the world can not 
pay for necessary drugs and med¬ 
ical care. Thus, for example, ma¬ 
laria, the deadliest of all diseases, 
can fye controlled and cured, but 
most of its victims can not afford 
such attention. Dr. Will closed his 
talk with a description of some of 
the diseases which may be brought 
to this country by soldiers return¬ 
ing from various parts of the 
world. 


FOUR J. C. MEN

At the end of this fall semester, 
four men from the student body 
will enter the service. 

Jack Vaughn ’47 will be the first 
to leave since he will report to New 
Cumberland Reception Center on 
January 13. He hopes to be trans¬ 
ferred to the Army Air Corps as 
soon as possible. 

Following soon after is Ken 
Stallman ’47, who expects to leave 
on January 25, although he has not 
yet received official notice of the 
fact. Ken, an Aviation Cadet En¬ 
listed Reservist, does not know 
where he will be stationed. 

Bryce and Bryan Gray ’47 will 
also enter the service soon after 
the close of the term, although it is 
not definite which branch of the 
service they will decide upon. They 
will probably take their prelimi¬ 
nary mental and physical tests for 
the Army Air Corps about January 
25. They both hope to become Avia¬ 
tion Cadets. 

All four men are members of the 
Freshman class.

The group is substantially the 
same as that which appeared in 
Oiler Hall last year in Mozart’s 
“Marriage of Figaro”, with Gean 
Greenwell as the Narrator.

Anne to a wealthy suitor of their 
own choosing. Anne, however, 
elopes with the impoverished poet 
Fenton. The opera ends with the 
humiliation of Falstaff as a philan¬ 
derer in Windsor Forest. Forgive¬ 
ness is finally granted on all sides 
and the merry wives invite Falstaff 
home for a drink before sending 
him on his way. 

The evening promises one of ex¬ 
ceptional interest and entertain¬ 
ment.

side view of the picturesque coun¬ 
tryside. The appearance of a Ger¬ 
man airfield ahead was an addi¬ 
tional worry, but the Merry Hell 
[strafed it. 

Jack described how the crew 
ran by pairs into a near-by woods 
[after the plane was forced to make 
a crash-landing in a field in occu¬ 
pied France, a few miles from the 
German frontier. He told how they 
could hear the Germans searching 
for them in the woods. Six of the 
crew members were taken prison¬ 
ers but Jack and three others were 
not captured. Later they were able 
to contact the Underground and be 
[returned to England. 

Between the time of his crash- 
landing and his return to England, 
Jack spent forty-two days in Paris 
which was bombed while he was 
there. Also, he told of a train ride 
with his buddy, a French guide 
and several German soldiers. 

Jack returned to England, No¬ 
vember 8 and started on his re¬ 
turn trip to the states December 
14. Last Saturday was the final 
day of his three week furlough. He 
does not expect to be sent back into 
actual combat and will probably be 
an instructor in this country.

Each .‘10-minute broadcast will pre¬ 
sent the findings of a speeinl].v cmi- 
d acted and authoritative nation¬ 
wide poll of public opinion on one 
phase of our post-war relations 
with other nations, and analyses of 
tin* significance of the opinions ex¬ 
pressed by outstanding commenta¬ 
tors and political leaders. 

This is the first program series 
scheduled by any national network 
on which an attempt is made to 
present systematically the results 
of nationwide public; opinion polls. 
Special polls on America’s postwar 
policies has I wen arranged to he 
conducted by the Opinion Research 
Corporation of Princeton. New Jer¬ 
sey. one of tin* nation’s leading 
opinion research organizations.

Meanwhile the Fifth 
Army troops have widened their 
bridgehead in the Cisterna sector.

There are 7,000,000 people 
In the world who never have heard 
of the gospel of Christ In India 
alone, there are so many villages 
without Christ that if we sent out 
1,000 missionaries to India in one 
year, each one would have a parish 
, of 580 churches, and It would take 
each one almost two years to spend j 
a day in each village. He also! 
pointed out however, that tbe pic¬ 
ture need not seem so hopeless if 
w«r as Christians do all in our 
power to spread the gospel. It has 
been computed that if each Chris¬ 
tian would bring one other to 
ChrfBt each year, it would take 
only thirty-two years, and probably

materialism is in a sense a thing of 
the past. Calling special attention 
to the leading article in the current 
issue of “Foreign Affairs*’, the 
speaker stated that the major eco¬ 
nomic* task that we face concerns 
not imperialism but the establish¬ 
ment of “freedom from want”. The 
question that is increasingly com¬ 
ing to the front in this question is 
that of the relations between gov¬ 
ernment and individual enterprise. 
Representative democracy, the sov¬ 
ereignty of self-determined states, 
and free individual enterprise—-the 
dominant ideas of the 10th century 
—are under attack. Within the 
framework of a democracy such as 
we have known, neither government 
a’one nor private industry alone 
can bring about full employment 
and social security. A greater meas¬ 
ure of cooperation between them is 
therefore absolutely essential. 

As the final speaker on the 
panel, Mr. Nye presented a discus¬ 
sion of the topic, “The Readjust- 
; merit of the Tariff”. The tariff 
problem in the United States, the 
speaker stated, has been a political 
football for many years. Tariff 
rates have fluctuated with the 
changing fortunes of the major po-! 
j liticai parties. Although recognizing! 
: that high tariff rates sometimes 
; produce undesirable results, the i 
I speaker attacked the doctrine of 
free trade for all goods. He pre- 
| rented the following principles for 
j the readjustment of the tariff, 
j There should be a more exhaustive 
! study of the economic effects of 
tariff rates. Tariff rates should be 
! gradually reduced in those in¬ 
stances wherein such action is 
feasible. Tariff rates on certain 
goods should be high because of 
•special advantages thereby ob¬ 
tained. There should be freedom of 
trade ' in absolute necessities. In j 
the case of, certain materials,! 
quotas of production should be es- j 
ta Wished. Governmental subsidies 
should be reduced to a minimum, i 
While general discussion eontin-' 
lied in informal groups, refresh-I 
merits were served by a committee 
of the Faculty Club. |

ing, she made the shattering dis¬ 
covery that she was deformed and 
would never be bigger than a child 
of ten. The frankness and courage 
revealed in this book are often 
overwhelming. 

Story of Dr. Wassell, by James- 
Hilton, is the true story of a Navy 
doctor from Arkansas and his he¬ 
roic service to American boys dur¬ 
ing the first Jap invasion at Java. 
In it Hilton combines the sentiment 
and tenderness found in his Good¬ 
bye Mr. Chips with the vivid ac¬ 
count of this unpretentious man 
from the mid-west who was award¬ 
ed the Navy Cross for his superb 
courage.

I Although not of American incep¬ 
tion, baseball as we know it origin¬ 
ated in the United Slates. More- 
jhuid says. "The man whom every 
lone credits with stinting baseball 
I was Abner I>oublo<lay.” Double 
,da.v. an army officer, started a 
j kind of ball game which turned out 
I to be the forerunner of the present 
day garni* at Cooperstmvn. New 
York, in 1839. The idea of the dia¬ 
mond was conceived by a gentlemen 
j named Cartwheel, who was one of 
the players in Doubleday’s group. 

The greatest development of base¬ 
ball has been in the field of pro¬ 
fessional athletics, but it, is also 
one of the oldest and most univer¬ 
sally played of college games. 

The first college game of base- 
iball was played at Pittsfield. Mass¬ 
achusetts on July 1, 1859 between 
j Amherst and Wi’iiams. This game 
j was played with thirteen men on 
| each side. The players were chos¬ 
en by ballot from the students at 
large. The game was started at 
j eleven o’clock in the morning and 
j lasted over four hours. Twenty-six 
j rounds (innings) were played. The

| told his class in philosophy of phy- 
i sical training that a real need ex¬ 
isted for an indoor game having 
the following characteristics: (1) 
vigorous enough to develop organic 
vigor. (2) suitable for gymnasi¬ 
ums of different sizes and propor¬ 
tions. (3) requiring no elaborate or 
expensive equipment, (4) simple j 
enough to bo played by individuals 
not endowed with unusual size, 
strength, and skill, and (5) inter¬ 
esting. Mr. James Naismith sub¬ 
mitted the game of basketball.

From various sources comes the information that 
since the beginning of the war, church attendance has 
increased greatly. The reason for the great increase, the ; 
authorities tell us, lies in the fact that many people feel 
incapable of solving the intense problems and emotional 
difficulties which war imposes. Human abilities seem too 
weak to cope with a world in which little is stable and 
sudden changes are the rule of the day. For many, life 
hangs by a thread and even those whose lives are not in 
immediate: danger, are affected by the fate of those 
whose are. Under such conditions as these, God and the 
Church offer strength and stability not found in human 
strength or materials. 

In wartime God and the Church really come into 
their own. They are more clearly accorded the place in 
people’s lives that they were meant to occupy in all 
times. God becomes more real and personal. 

If this is the general trend in the world today, what 
of us on the Juniata campus? Do God and the Church 
have a more significant meaning to us? The week of 
Spiritual Emphasis which begins Monday has been de¬ 
signed to make us realize anew how much the Christian 
religion can mean to the individual. If we adopt an atti¬ 
tude of willingness to learn, it will show us just how 
sane and how sound are the ethics of Christ and how 
practical is their application to everyday living. 

Each year the college selects a man who is familiar 
and popular with young people to lead the activities of 
the week. He is well-versed in the problems of young 
people and has a practical answer for them. One of the 
most valuable parts of the whole week are the personal 
conferences which students may have with the guest 
leader. Too many students miss this opportunity, prob¬ 
ably because they have never thought much about it or 
realized how interesting it would be. Ask any of those 
who have had conferences in other years if they enjoyed 
it and found it worthwhile, or better yet, be wise and 
find out for yourself this year. 

Spiritual Emphasis .Week can mean a lot or it can 
mean a little, it can do something to make our lives have 
more meaning or it can do nothing, depending upon the 
attitude we take toward it.

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Fields White Unto Harvest! 

(Editor’s Note: The following editorial was written 
by a member of the committee planning the Brethren 
Service Drive.) 

“This Happened to Me in Prison” is a shocking ar¬ 
ticle in last week’s Christian Century magazine. It seems 
incredible that the treatment of an American prisoner 
in an American prison could be mistaken for what could 
have taken place in a Japanese prison. Certainly here is 
a field ready for Christian reform. 

But American prisons are not the only places in 
drastic need of the Christian pattern of dealing with 
men. Fields are white for laborers with the Christian 
scythe in many areas of American life. 

In mental hospitals unbelievable conditions exist. 
The shortage of help is so great that in some institutions 
one attendant has as high as 300 patients under his care. 
The stigma attached to an asylum makes a terrific prob¬ 
lem in securing quality help. Ninety percent of the people 
admitted would have avoided a crack up if they had a 
wholesome religious faith, claim the doctors. Christian 
healing is needed for this field. 

In the field of physical health, forty to seventy per¬ 
cent of the people in many counties of the rural south are 
infected with hookworm, a disease which saps the health 
and energy of its victims. Puerto Rico is at the mercy of 
American occupation as well as relief. Malnutrition is 
wide spread in this over-populated island. One half pint 
of milk per person per year is all they receive. Every¬ 
thing good is shipped from the island; codfish and beans 
are shipped in to them, which is their main diet. There 
is a Christian way of treating our protectorates. 

In the field of economics it is an established fact that 
in three states there are over 100,000 families whose 
tot^l earthly possessions do not exceed the value of ten 
dollars. This field is white for Christian strategists. 

In the field of child welfare, laborers are in great 
demand. Juvenile delinquency is rising at a mad pace. 
'One educator believes that of the three institutions that 
are molding the character of youth, namely, the home, 
school and church, the last named is doing the best job 
and the first named, the worst job. 

In the field of race relations great injustices have 
‘been permitted to Americans. Property has been confis¬ 
cated, liberties denied, and suffering inflicted because 
certain people are born with skin of a different pigment. 
The Japanese-American discrimination is a sad blot on 
our history. The Christian philosophy has not been fully 
tried in our treatment of our Negro friends. 

These pictures of human need are given to show 
fields of Christian service, not to condemn the failures of 
men. There has been much good done which is worthy 
of high praise. But it is hoped that challenge may be 
given to those interested in applying the Christian tech¬ 
nique to the sore spots of society. In several weeks we 
shall learn what one Church group is doing to answer 
the call of service in the specific fields mentioned. They 
need the help of all Christians.

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FOUNDER’S DRY 
ADDRESS GIVEN 
BY DR. MENTZER 

Former Student Recapitu¬ 
lates Advances Made Dur¬ 
ing His Lifetime 

The sixty-eighth anniversary of 
the founding of Juniata College 
was celebrated in a Pounder’s Day 
program held this last Monday 
morning in Oiler Hall. Dr. John H. 
Mentzer, former student and prom¬ 
inent physician of Ephrata, spoke 
on “Three Score and Five Years 
Ago”. Dr. Galed B. Royer, ’83, a re¬ 
tired minister of the Church of the 
Brethren, pronounced the invoca¬ 
tion at the opening of the chapel 
service. 

Juniata, one of the youngest col¬ 
leges in the state, was founded in 
1876 by Andrew B. Brumbaugh, 
Henry B. Brumbaugh and John B. 
Brumbaugh. The first teacher was 
Jacob L. Zuck and ten pupils com¬ 
prised the first student body. For 
the initial twenty years of its ex¬ 
istence, the institution was known 
as the Brethren Normal School. 
The first bachelor of arts degree 
was conferred in 1897. 

Dr. Mentzer entered Juniata two 
years after its opening, but left be¬ 
fore graduating, to study medicine. 
He began the practice of his pro¬ 
fession in Ephrata in 1883. He is 
active president of the Farmer’s 
National Bank of Ephrata of which 
he was a founder in 1893. 

In his address, Dr. Mentzer re¬ 
lated the conditions of the United 
States as he saw it sixty-five years 
ago when he entered Juniata. He 
brought out that we owe a debt of 
gratitude to those who have gone 
before and remineded us not to for¬ 
get the work done by our fore¬ 
fathers. The development of this 
country had been very extensive in 
these years, taking for exam¬ 
ple, such things as the progress 
from pony express to telegraph, 
buggy-riding to automobile driv¬ 
ing, stage-coaches to trains, low 
wages and long hours to high 
wages and shorter hours and

to all other living animals, have 
the intellectual power to deal with 
symbols and books are really a 
collection ol’ symbols; symbols 
whereby men of 2000 years ago are 
able to communicate something to 
us. Through this means each gen¬ 
eration has a heritage of expe¬ 
riences, a heritage which has in¬ 
creased our means of understand- 
inents to those men who had devel¬ 
oped their intellectual capacities to 
an extent so much greater than the 
majority of us are doing today.

The 
group left at noon and travelled to 
Altoona where they visited Ar¬ 
mour’s Meat Packing Plant, Sky 
Brothers’ Frozen Food Company 
and Haller’s Bakery. 

In the Armour Plant, they exam¬ 
ined different grades of meat in¬ 
cluding beef, ham, bacon, lamb, 
pork loin and cheeses. 

The visit to Sky Brothers’ fea- 
turned the whole process of killing 
chickens and the final products de¬ 
rived from them. After being 
scientifically “de-feathered”, the 
chickens are cut into pieces, packed 
in sanitary cellophane containers 
and put into refrigerators at 10 de¬ 
grees below zero. Chicken feathers 
are dried and are sold to the gov¬ 
ernment for war purposes. The 
group also observed the making of 
ice and saw the frozen food lockers 
belonging to the residents of Al¬ 
toona.

Conferences Held 
At Juniata 

The Annual conference of the 
Church of the Brethren brought 
more than one thousand visitors to 
the Juniata campus between the 
dates of June 7-11. The conference 
representing the entire brotherhood 
of the church, was attended by del- 
! egaes from thirty-two different 
states and six foreign countries. 

Dr. C. C. Ellis served as moder¬ 
ator for the group, and twenty-two 
Juniata girls who are members of 
the college choir rendered special 
j music and assisted in entertaining 
[the visitors. 

Among the outstanding personal¬ 
ities included in the group was that 
of General Hershey, who spoke at 
one of the sessions. 

Another convention, that of the 
Baptist youth, held its annual meet¬ 
ing at Juniata during the weekend 
'of June 17-19. This was attended by 
some eighty delegates, representing 
a more local group than the preced¬ 
ing one. 

Following its youths meeting, and 
| sharing the campus with the return¬ 
ed Juniata students, was the con¬ 
vention of the Baptist ministers. 
The group embraced approximately 
fifty members and remained on the 
campus from June 26 until June 29. 


A discussion of this talk will fol¬ 
low, with an open forum concluding 
the evening program. The meeting 
will open with a brief talk by Dr. 
Fayette McKenzie, professor of so¬ 
ciology emeritus. 

Dr. McKenzie has deep interest 
in these problems of post-war set¬ 
tlement and has displayed this in¬ 
terest in a series of articles pub¬ 
lished last year in The Huntingdon 
Daily News. It is expected that 
many of his ideas will be extracted 
from these articles. He is the only 
actively participating member who 
has given concentrated thought and 
intensive study to this vast political 
issue. The others are interested per¬ 
sons outside the field who hope to 
[take his principles as bases for pro¬ 
vocative discussion. 

Dr. Herbert K. Zassenhaus, as¬ 
sistant professor of economics, will 
‘occupy the chair, acting as moder¬ 
ator or stimulus, as is necessary. He- 
. directed the college Internation¬ 
al Relations Club and was the spir¬ 
it behind the Institute of Interna¬ 
tional Understanding held on the 
[campus last fall. 

The two faculty members partici¬ 
pating will be Miss Julia Ann Flohr 
and Mr. Forrest E. Reed. The for¬ 
mer is the present dean of women 
and a graduate of Madison College 
and Cornell University. While in 
college she was an active partici¬ 
pant in the I.R.C. and editor of the 
school newspaper. History was her 
minor field and her views on post¬ 
war reconstruction are both defi¬ 
nite and liberal.
